REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant invention 
replaces the known methods for recovering 3D structure and camera motion including 
reconstructing the scene from previously computed feature correspondences, usually tracked 
points, or reconstructing from the image intensities without a separate stage of correspondence 
computation. The essential difference from the prior art is that the instant invention reconstructs 
from both point and line features by constructing rotational flow vectors derived from a set of 
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tracked points and a set of tracked lines. The rotational flow vectors derived from the set of 
tracked lines are represented by projections in two directions that take into account differences in 
noise of a measured line in different directions. Therefore, the instant inventions advantageously 
takes into account the effects of noise on projections in what are referred to as an upper and 
lower direction. These features in combination with the other elements of the claims are not 
disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record.
